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GHI BY-LAW CHAISES REVIEWED 
FOR ANNUAL MEMBERSHIP MEETING

Remembering last year’s furor concerning proposed by-law 
changes and the charge that board members were involved in a 
“power grab,” Greenbelt Homes, Inc., president Charles Schwan 
at last Thursday’s board meeting carefully went over each change 
being proposed. These changes will be voted on by the member¬ 
ship at the annual meeting on Wednesday, May 14. 

The by-laws were proposed by a committee of board and non¬ 
board members, some of whom were the chief accusers at last 
year’s annual membership meeting when many of the changes were 
first proposed. 
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At stake in the elections, which 
will be held in conjunction with 
the annual membership meeting 
on Wednesday and Thursday, May 
14 and 15, are five openings on the 
9-man board of directors and all 
seats on the 3-man audit com¬ 
mittee. The terms of directors are 
two years and of audit committee 
members one year. 

All nominees (including incum¬ 
bents) are required to signify in 
writing their willingness to serve. 
Candidate’s Consent Forms can 
be obtained from the elections 
comjmittee or the GHI office. Bio¬ 
graphies must be in the hands of 
Elections Committee Chairman 
George Adams (46-D Ridge) by 
Monday night, May 7, if they are 
to be printed in next week’s issue 
of the News Review. 

The latest candidates to announ¬ 
ce for the board of directors are 
Norman B. Charles, 2-D Garden¬ 
way, and Alexander Chavrid, 30 
Ridge. They join nine other mem¬ 
bers who have thrown their hats 
into the ring: Charles Schwan, John 
O’Reilly, James W, Smith (Green- 
hill Rd.), Norman Weyel, Jose¬ 
phine Seay, Dorn Kirk Brasfield, 
Aram Beloian, David Lange, and 
Dee Shield. The first five are pre¬ 
sent members of the board. 

There has also been a change in 
the candidates for the audit com¬ 
mittee. Wayne Herman has with¬ 
drawn, and James R. Foster, 4-H 
Hillside, has been added. The 
other candidates are Janet James, 
Thomas White, Milton Hoffman, 
and Robert Lauber. The first two 
are incumbents. 

Official proxy forms are avail¬ 
able from the GHI office for any 
member who wishes to vote but 
will be unable to get to the ballot 
box. Such forms can be obtained 
only upon written request made 
directly to the GHI office. No 
member may vote more than one 
proxy. The official proxy forms 
must be turned into the GHI sec¬ 
retary or office by midnight, Thurs¬ 
day, May 8. 

All persons who are GHI mem¬ 
bers of record as of April 23, 1969, 
are eligible to vote in the election.

PRAB URGES TEEN 
CENTERS FOR SHL 

In report No. 6-69 submitted to 
the City Council on April 21 
concerning youth facilities in 
Springhill Lake, the Park and Re- 
creaton Advisory Board recom¬ 
mended that separate “drop-in” 
centers be established for teens in 
SHL and in “old” Greenbelt. 
PRAB advised that SHL be given 
first priority because a greater 
need existed in that area for a 
facility where teens could “meet, 
talk and dance each night with¬ 
out getting into trouble” The 
teen open houses presently 
scheduled at the SHL Community 
Center have been termed “un¬ 
successful” because they are held 
during the day, and because they 
lack an attractive program. 

To serve SHL teens, PRAB re¬ 
commended that the City should 
obtain “some low cost apartment 
townhouse or similar facility” by 
the close of the current school 
year. In this respect, Harold 
Kramer, owner-representative, ex¬ 
pressed interest in cooperating in 
the project. Since the proposed 
new SHL recreation building, to 
be built with funds frofli the bond 
issue, would not be able to ac¬ 
commodate both the needs of the 
community and those of the teen 
group, PRAB urged that supple¬ 
mentary facilities for the teens 
alone also be developed. These 
should not, however, draw upon 
funds from the bond issue, PRAB 
recommended, since such funds 
should be reserved for multi-use 
facilities. 

PRAB <aJso recommended that 
the Recreation Department super¬ 
vise the SHL teen program rather 
than leave the responsibility to 
volunteer parents. 

Zoning Hearing May 7 
For Auto Repair Shop 

A zoning application for a 
special exception for an auto-' 
mobile repair center at the Co-op 
Gas Station on Southway Road 
will be heard on Wednesday, Mjay 
7, at 10 a.m. before the county 
commissioners in Upper Marlboro. 

The property is presently zoned 
C-2 (General Commercial), but the 
county has advised that the kind 
of major auto repair operation 
planned by the lessee, Leary’s 
Auto Service, would require spe¬ 
cial zoning. 

The city council will consider 
the zoning at this Monday’s Sneet- 
ing.

The songs and accordion of 
musicologist Arthur Borsky and 
the voices of children will high¬ 
light the ground-breaking ceremo¬ 
nies for the new Education Build¬ 
ing at the Mishkan Torah (Jew¬ 
ish Community Center) Westway 
and Ridge Roads, Greenbelt on 
Sunday, May 11 rain or shine. The 
hour long program will begin in 
the sanctuary at 11 a.m., followed 
by a procession to the new build¬ 
ing site located on another part 
of the 4 acre tract. There, golden 
shovels will be wielded by Mish¬ 
kan Torah officers and spiritual 
leader, Rabbi Maurice Weisen- 
berg, Mayor Edgar L, Smith of 
Greenbelt, children from the Sun¬ 
day School and invited dignitaries. 

In sharp contrast to the original 
building which was a “do-it-your¬ 
self” effort by members of the 
congregation with an assist from 
the Greenbelt community, the new 
building will be let out for bid 
shortly and is expected to be 
ready for completion in early fall. 
The existing structure, dedicated 
in March 1955, took some three 
years to construct, with members 
working on weekends, during 
holidays and summer vacations. 

The first stage of the Educa¬ 
tion Building, designed by the 
architectural firm of Victor Smo- 
len and Associates, will include 
eight classrooms, a multi-purpose 
room, administrative offices, gift 
shop and Rabbi’s study. The re¬ 
ligious school will serve the pri¬ 
mary grades through post-con¬ 
firmation and include facilities for 
a nursery school. The second 
stage, to be completed at a later 
date, will provide for a new sanc¬ 
tuary, social hall, expanded class¬ 
rooms and library facilities.

Article V, as follows: 

“The board of directors shall di¬ 
rect the affairs of the Corpora¬ 
tion and make necessary rules 
and regulations not inconsistent 
with the law, these By-laws, or 
the decisions of the membership 
meeting . . 

The board felt that this amend¬ 
ment improved the description of 
the section and did not affect the 
responsibilities of the board. 

Another paragraph which 
caused controversy was the re¬ 
wording of the following, also 
from Section 4, Article V: 

“(The Board shall) have power 
to borrow money and make finan¬ 
cial commitments for the conduct 
of the affairs of the corporation 
...” The change involves cross¬ 
ing out what followed “but shall 
not enter into new fields of Busi¬ 
ness Enterprise,” and substituting 
instead, “However, the Board 
shall not be empowered to enter 
into new fields of business enter¬ 
prise, to mortgage or sell cor¬ 
porate real property or to sell sub¬ 
sidiary corporations without the 
prior approval of the member¬ 
ship as provided for in Article 
VIII, Section 8” 

The board felt that this change 
consolidated procedures scattered 
throughout the by-laws and did 
not enlarge the powers of the 
board. 

However, one controversial by- 
law change proposed last year 
was deleted this year. This invol¬ 
ved giving the corporation author¬ 
ization to assess members for 
violation of parking regulations. 

One proposed change made by 
the board Thursday night affects 
Article VTII, Section 9, Loans and 
Investments. This change is to al¬ 
low GHI to put some of its funds 
into direct obligations of the fe¬ 
deral government (i.e., treasury 
bills, notes, and certificates) as 
direct obligations were felt to be 
better than insured savings ac¬ 
counts which go up to only 
$15,000. 

Other by-law changes recom¬ 
mended by the board clarify the 
rights of those whose member¬ 
ship is being considered for ter¬ 
mination for cause, clarify the 
order of business at annual and 
special membership meetings and 
the effect of the absence of a 
quorum, provide for filling of 
board vacancies when more than 
four occur at one time, and clari¬ 
fy the provisions regarding mem¬ 
bership approval of increase of 
10 percent or more in members’ 
monthly operating payments. 

All changes will be mailed to 
the membership for its perusal be¬ 
fore the May 14 membership 
meeting. 

Loan Rates Increased 

Reflecting the rising interest 
rates in the commercial market, 
the board voted 6-1 (Katherine 
Keene dissenting) to raise the 
home improvement interest rate 
charged members borrowing cor¬ 
poration funds from 3 * 6 % to 
4 * 6 %. The interest rate for addi¬ 
tions will rise from 4 * 6 % to 5 * 6 %. 
The board justified these mea¬ 
sures by stating that the addi¬ 
tional income will help keep down 
the monthly charges. 

Miss Keene dissented, claiming 
that GHI was not losing any 
money from these loans, so why 
raise the rates? “Why make it 
harder for members to make im¬ 
provements?” she asked. 

Lutheran Church Site 

A interim report by Douglas 
Hawes on behalf of the Land Use 
Committee recommended that if 
GHI wishes to purchase the 
Lutheran Church site it should do 
so for the value of the land only. 
The building can not be used by 
GHI even as a warehouse without 
zoning changes.

On Housing Co ops 

An informal report delivered by 
John O’Reilly on his recent trip 
to the Eastern Co-op Housing Or¬ 
ganization in Atlantic City was 
received with much interest at 
last Thursday's GHI board meet¬ 
ing. In addition to O’Reilly, ma¬ 
nager Roy Breashears, Norman 
Weyel, David Lange, Bruce 
Bowman, Gorden Allen and Don 
McGinn attended. The following 
are some of O’Reilly’s observa¬ 
tions : 


Attend The Hearings 

To the Editor: 

We offer the following com¬ 
ments on the Greenbelt Master 
Plan recently approved by the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission: 

1. The commercial development 
of the “Golden Triangle” will in¬ 
trude dust, noise, air pollution 
and traffic congestion between 
residential areas and the regional 
park as a sanctuary from the 
strains of urban life will be 
jeopardized. 

2. The industrial zoning of the 
Indian Creek Valley west of 
Springhill Lake will result in the 
destruction of a natural stream 
valley. While there are presum¬ 
ably economic benefits to indus¬ 
trial development, we feel that the 
high density growth in the city 
requires that this valley be spared 
for recreational use. 

3. We hope that the plan will 
provide for the screening of high¬ 
ways from residential areas. 

4. We further suggest a pro¬ 
vision for transportation between 
various sections of Greenbelt other 
than by motor vehicle—in particu¬ 
lar, a network of sidewalks and 
and bicycle paths. This type of 
communication will assume in¬ 
creasing importance as the need 
for relieving traffic congestion be¬ 
comes more apparent. 

The new Master Plan is a 
marked improvement over its 
predecessor, and the City Council 
deserves credit for helping to 
bring it to fruition. However, the 
commercial zoning of the “Gold¬ 
en Triangle” and the unsightly 
and dangerous conditions at the 
Beltway Plaza demonstrate that 
local governments have limited 
influence over land use in their 
jurisdictions. 

The solutions to these problems, 
we believe, lie in the combined ef¬ 
forts of citizens and their muni¬ 
cipal governments acting in con¬ 
cert at the county and state levels. 
In this spirit we urge the citizens 
of Greenbelt to attend the hear¬ 
ings on the Master Plan when 
they occur.

While all organizations attend¬ 
ing the convention were co-ops, 
most operated under a controlled 
resale policy. This helped to solve 
such problems as a steady accu¬ 
mulation of reserves . . . One co¬ 
op solved its parking problems by 
hiring uniformed police. Charges 
were made against violators . . . 
Some conversion co-ops (co-ops 
such as GHI that had been built 
and owned by the federal govern¬ 
ment) are looking into the pos¬ 
sibility of obtaining federal funds 
to help them in their rehabilita¬ 
tion program since some of the 
problems now incurred by the co¬ 
ops are the results of poor con¬ 
struction techniques used by the 
government. . . . 

No other co-op made loans to 
members for improvements. . . All 
co-ops had more restrictions on 
what they could do with their 
money. , . . One co-op collected 
funds in its monthly charges for 
the volunteer fire department to 
insure fire protection. . . . An¬ 
other co-op made those who were 
responsible for creating problems, 
such as dogs running loose, come 
up with a solution to this prob¬ 
lem which they then would pre¬ 
sent to the board. . . . 

Some co-ops had a sales and 
service store which sold products 
to members at cost. Losses were 
absorbed by the co-op. . . .One co¬ 
op collected nearly 50% of its 
monthly charges for taxes because 
of a unique town-financed school 
system. . . . Finally, a nearby co¬ 
op had a series of films and dis¬ 
cussion programs which new 
members attended to indoctri¬ 
nate them into the organization 
they were joining as well as into 
the mutual responsibilities involved 
in belonging to a co-op. 

Director Weyel noted that GHI 
was the forerunner in solving many 
problems other co-ops were just 
beginning to encounter. Both 
O’Reilly and Weyel concluded from 
their meeting that GHI’s by-laws 
were too restrictive. O’Reilly noted 
that most organizations operated 
under a board of directors and 
had no by-laws. “If you don’t like 
the decisions of the board, don’t 
re-elect them,” O'Reilly stated. 

A more complete committee re¬ 
port by all those attending the 
meeting, containing ideas which 
GHI might utilize, will be forth¬ 
coming.

SHL Forms Civic Assoc. 


When the 1969 season opened on 
Sunday for both the Little League 
and the Men's Softball League, 
their respective diamonds were 
ready for play. The Public Works 
crew rounded off a series of im¬ 
provements on the Little League 
field by repairing and painting 
the dugouts and storage shed. At 
the softball diamond, the fencing 
beside the ditch was installed by 
a subcontractor to the city. An¬ 
other load of sod is to be delivered 
to that field, however, before the 
renovation is considered complete. 

On April 28, the city crew 
worked to rehabilitate the small 
ball field adjacent to St Hugh’s, 
by bringing in fill dirt and grad¬ 
ing. 

Last week the Parks crew 
planted magnolias and maples 
near the front of the swimming 
pool and along the west parking 
lot near the Center School drive¬ 
way. 

Apparently, as a result of a city 
initiative in requesting funds from 
the state legislature for improve¬ 
ments on the undeveloped land 
east of the Armory on Southway, 
some grading work has been 
undertaken there. The city hopes 
that extra parking for the 
Armory will be developed on the 
site, with screening shrubs plant¬ 
ed along the street 

Fencing was installed this week 
around the parking lot for the 
new Municipal Service Building. 

On Friday, April 11, the city 
of Greenbelt was host to the 
Washington Area Chapter of the 
National Association of Garden¬ 
ers, of which Greenbelt’s Parks 
Supervisor, Hang Jorgensen, is a 
member. Jorgensen represented the 
city for the evening meeting, which 
was held in the Municipal Build¬ 
ing, 

An electrician under contract 
to the city has been working re¬ 
cently to improve the lighting at 
the ballfield. He has installed new 
mercury vapor lamps and has 
also removed obsolete and unused 
incandescent lights, which the 
city had been informed were 
draining away voltage from the 
lights in use. 

It’s clean-up time again at the 
city swimming pool. Life guards 
worked throughout the holiday 
week to ready the pool for the 
new season. Pool passes and 
tickets have also been ordered for 
the current year. 

Eight members of last season’s 
staff have agreed to return for the 
new season. Still to be hired, how¬ 
ever, is a pool manager. Duff 
Marqquardt, who managed the 
pool during the last three years, is 
not returning. 

To get ready for the pool open¬ 
ing, three employees have taken 
the course for pool operators 
given by the county Dept, of 
Health. This brings to a total of 
six, the number of local employees 
who have taken the course. 

The beautification project along 
Bdmonston Rd. adjacent to the 
Beltway has algo been completed. 
Besides planting shade and orna¬ 
mental trees there, the Parks 
crew planted weigela, a flower- 
iiife shrub. 

Extra trucks have been going 
out on the clean-up detail around 
the city, along with the leaf vacu¬ 
um. The city has also begun the 
spring and summer routine of 
lawn mowing. The city crew reg¬ 
ularly uses the chipper machine 
to break down woody debris, re¬ 
cently spreading the resultant 
mulch under playground equip¬ 
ment at Candy Cane City, behind 
2 Ct of Eastway, and at Ridge 
and Plateau.

Chief Lane cautions all resi¬ 
dents against leaving their doors 
unlocked and also advises that 
more secure locks be obtained. 
This is especially true for apart¬ 
ment house residents. 

He also indicates that the police 
appreciate all calls from people 
who see anything suspicious oc¬ 
curring. 

Now that spring is here, the 
Police Department would like to 
remind all residents of City 
Ordinance No. 471, which prohi¬ 
bits the storing of any trailers, 
water craft, any unlicensed or 
disabled motor vehicle or mobile 
machinery or equipment on any 
residential property to the front 
of the set-back line. Therefore, 
residents are requested to store 
these items behind their front 
building line. These items are also 
prohibited from being parked or 
stored on any public right-of-way.

Apartment Growth Here 
Is Second in County 

The Greenbelt area is cited as 
one of nine sections in Prince 
Georges county that has experi¬ 
enced the most increase in multi¬ 
family development between 1960 
and 1968. According to the latest 
report of the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission, the number of multi-fa¬ 
mily units in Greenbelt increased 
by more than ten times, from 378 
units in 1960 to 4,204 in 1968. Only 
Bladensburg, among Prince Geor¬ 
ges municipalities, had a greater 
growth. During the same period, 
1-and 2-family units increased in 
Greenbelt by only 16 percent, from 
1,776 to 2,055. 

The population of Greenbelt is 
estimated at 17,150 as of January 
1, 1968, an increase of 129 percent 
from 1960. Among the Prince 
Georges municipalities, only 
Bowie, New Carrollton, Bladens¬ 
burg, and Glenarden had greater 
percentage increases. 

Apartments have been growing 
at such a rapid pace in the county 
that in 1968, the number of multi¬ 
family units had already surpas¬ 
sed the number of single-family 
units that existed in the county in 
1960. If the rate of growth in 
multi-family units continues as it 
has in the past eight years and if 
the single-family development 
continues at the same rate it has 
been moving, there should be more 
multi-family units than single¬ 
family units in the county by 
1978, the report notes.

Application of $1.1 million in 
Federal funds to augment a sum¬ 
mer program of jobs and recrea¬ 
tional facilities for the Prince 
Georges County young people in 
need was approved by the County 
Commissioners and is on its way 
for review and funding by Wash¬ 
ington officials. 

The “Ready Program/' which 
would supplement the County’s 
existing effort, will provide 1,000 
jobs for youngsters, ages 16 to 
21, from poverty areas; 200 jobs 
for adults; and a supervised sum¬ 
mer schedule of play schools, day 
camps, teen centers, field dayfc 
and public improvement projects 
to reach over 8,000 children in 
low-income areas of the County. 

The project, under the auspices 
of the County’s Community De¬ 
velopment Department, now is its 
second year, includes 15 portable 
swimming pools, an expanded re¬ 
creational program and a summer 
youth employment progra&n in 
close cooperation with the County 
business community.

Hearings on Proposed 
Budget of MNCPPC 

A $21 million budget for Prince 
Georges and Montgomery Counties 
has been proposed by The Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission. 

In Prince Georges County, the 
budget proposes a 1% cent in¬ 
crease, which will finance photo¬ 
mappings, flood plain studies and 
the opportunity to develop and 
test a data information system 
for planning land use and related 
purposes. 

In addition, a total of 22% cents 
is proposed in the county for the 
overall operation of the Commis¬ 
sion. Of this, 7 cents will be used 
to finance the administrative and 
planning functions of the Com¬ 
mission. The remaining amount 
will fund the operation of the 
Park Department and the pay¬ 
ment of debt service for bonds 
sold to finance land acquisition 
and long-term development pro¬ 
jects. 

To obtain the views of the bi¬ 
county area, the MNCPPC has 
scheduled hearings on the pro¬ 
posed budget, to be held in both 
Montgomery and Prince Georges 
Counties. 

Copies of the Commission’s bud¬ 
get may be obtained at the Com¬ 
mission's Regional headquarters, 
8787 Georgia Avenue, Silver 
Spring, and 6600 Kenilworth Ave 
nue, Riverdale.
